BERLIN, Aug. 12.—(UP)—Adolph 
Hitler made his formal demand to- 
night for the chancellorship of the 


reich—and was turned down. 
Threatening the “most strenuous 
opposition” to Chancellor Franz Von 
Papen's cabinet if it failed to yield, 
the fascist representatives submitted 
Hitler's demand. to the government 


leader. | . 

Colonel Von Papen, speaking in be- 
half of himself and President Paul 
Von Hindenburg, firmly but politely 
declined. 

The fascist envoys, Captain Ernst 
Roehm and Commander Count Wolf 
Helldorf, then retired to communicate 
the result of the conference to Hitler, 
who is in the vicinity of Berlin. Sev- 
eral thousand storm troppers of Hit- 
ler’'s brown shirt army of 400,000 are 
concentrated within 45 miles of the 
capital, ‘although Count Helldort has 
denied they were planning any vVio- 
lence to put Hitler in power. 

Another Step Seen. 

The government's formal rejection 
of the Hitler demand does not neces- 
sarily mean that the fascist leader 
has given up all hopes of becoming 
chancellor. 

It did-.indicate, however, 
chances were much less than they had 
been in the last few days and the 
government leaders were hopeful ne- 
“gotiations eventually would lead_ to 
placing Hitler in the vice chancellor- 
ship, with an agreement for fascist 
dominance of PruSsia as a compensa- 
tion. 

This optifism was not shared by 
Bources close to the fascist leader. 

As the negotiations stood tonight, 
Hitler appeared considerably less cer- 
tain of heading the reich’s cabinet, 
but no decision will be definite un- 
til after he confers personally with 
Colonel Von Papen and President Hin- 
Genburg. He will see the chancellor 
tomorrow morning and, in the after- 
noon, will be received by the presi- 
dent. 

The outcome of these interviews, 
which originally were scheduled for 
today, is expected to determine 
whether the fascists must be satisfied 
with control in Prussia and merely 
m share in the reich’s government.

A suggestion that the state of Geor- 
gia, through its public service com- 
mission, revoke licenses grantéd to 
carriers competing with the West- 


ern & Atlantic railroad “cn the 
ground that the continuation of such 
licenses is not compatible with the 
public interest,” was made to Gov- 
ernor Richard B. Russell Jr. Friday 
by President J. B. Hill, of the N.., 
C. & St. L. railway, lessees of the 
state-owned line. 

Hill's suggestion, made in a letter 
sent to the governor Friday, was 
viewed at the capitol as a counter- 
proposal to one asking Governor Rus- 
sell to recommend to the legislature 
a reduction in the $540,000 annual 
rental the N., C. & St. L. pays to the 
state. Governor Russell, in reply to 
Hill's first proposal, said that he 
could not recommend the rental re- 
duction. 

Referring to his original proposal, 
Hill wrote: 

“This railway has not requested a re- 
duction in rental because of the ef- 
fect of the general depression on the 
revenues of the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga & St. Louis railway or those of 
the Western & Atlantic railroad. {Mt 
is requesting a reduction in rental 
because the lessor, the state of Geor- 
cia, with which it has a definite con- 
tract, has, by specific action and pel- 
icy. independent of the general de- 
pression, greatly impaired the value 
of the lease of the Western & Atlan- 
tic railroad to this railway. 

“The fact that the state of Geor- 
gia.” Hill continued. “has done no 
more in providing highway competi- 
tion against railroad lines than other 
states and that railroads in Georgia 
are not affected any more than rail- 
roads in other states, is beside the 
mark. It may be that the adoption 
of some general policy will not fully 
protect the value of the Western & 
Atlantic railroad to the state. If it 
does not, and the state cannot or does 
not desire to protect it by some spe- 
cial policy or legislation, then to the 
degree that its value to the present 
lessee is impaired it seems that a 
rental adjustment should equitably

Lancaster Defense Gun 
Expert Uses It to Show 
Suicide Proof.

MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 12.—(#)—Ex- 
hibition of the bullet-pierced skull of 
Haden Clarke in a ghastly bit of 


courtroom drama today formed the 
background for emphatic assertion by 
Albert H. Hamilton, Auburn, N. Y,, 
ballistics expert -and_ criminologist, 
that Clarke was a suicide, and not 
murdered by Captain W. N. Lancas- 
ter, who is on trial for the slay- 
ing. 

“There is not a scintilla of evidence 
here to show that Clarke was mur- 
dered,”” Hamilton declared. 

“Are you sure?’ queried Defense 
Counse] James M. Carson as the spec- 
tators. in the crowded courtroom 
leaned forward to catch Hamilton's 
words. 

“I am absolutely sure,” the expert 
answered. “There is every indication 
of suicide and nothing in the world 
to give the slightest indication of 
homicide.” 

The skull was introduced in the 
trial session as the first of a series 
of climaxes that ended when the 12- 
man jury, with the defendant and Cir- 
cuit Judge H. F. Atkinson, journeyed 
to the former home of Mrs. J. M. 
Keith-Miller, Clarke’s fiancee at the 
time of his death, to inspect the bed- 
room where he was fatally wounded. 

As a bit of drama on the side, Dr. 
Beverly Clafke, of New York. city, 
brother of Haden Clarke, late today 
joined Hamilton in performing a 
chemical analysis of flesh tissue taken 
from the wound in. the dead man’s 
head in an autopsy performed several 
weeks after he was buried. 

Their purpose was to discover 
whether or not there were powder 
flakes or burns, in the vicinity of the 
wound, 

This feature played an important 
part in the testimony of Hamilton. 
In explaining his theory of suicide 
to the jury—and he frequently point- 
ed to the skull in his hand, or to the 
death pistol introduced in evidence 
several days ago—he declared that 
powder burns will appear either ex- 
ternally or internally in cases where 
suicide has resulted from shooting. 

At one time Hamilton handed the 
gruesome skull to members of the jury, 
who fingered it gingérly as they peered 
through the holes where the bullet en- 
tered and made its exit, in order to

Crisp Points Out Father 
of Foe Quits on Utility 
Company Cases. 


HINESVILLE, Ga., Ang. 12,—Po- 
litical demagoguery in raising a cam- 
paign issue over the 3 I cent elec- 
trical energy tax passed by congress 
was charged t6 Goyernor Richard B. 
Russell Jr. Friday by his opponent 
for the United States senate, Con- 
gressman Charles R. Crisp, today in 
a Liberty county address. 

“My opponent tries to say that I 
am controlled by the power compa- 
nies, that I am corrupt, that I am 
dishonest, although he has appointed 
an attorney for the power companies 
to a place on the public service com- 
mission of Georgia, and although his 
own father as chief justice of the 
state supreme court of Georgia dis- 
qualifies himself in every case before 
that tribunal in which the Georgia 
Power Company is involyed,”. Judge 
Crisp said. “This is assumed to mean 
that either his father or some member 
of his family owns stock in the com- 
pany.” 

Judge Crisp, pointing out that he 
did not mean to criticize anybody 
“for this,” said that he did want to 
call attention to it as showing that 
“my opponent’s attack on this score 
is tainted with political demagog- 
uery.”” 

In addition to discussing the new 
billion-dollar tax bill which congress 
passed to balance the national budget. 
the tariff, the bonus and general 


problems to confront the nation dur-| 


ing the next four years, Judge Crisp. 
who is dean of the state's delegation 
in the house, gave a lengthy explana- 
tion of the electric power tax. He 
accused Russell of making this power 
tax his chief campaign issue “because 
it offers a fertile field for dema- 
goguery.” 

Judge Crisp said that the 3 per 
cent electrical energy tax was incor- 
porated in the bill by the senate after 
the measure had heen passed by the 
house, and that the house and sen- 
ate conferees in adjusting final dif- 
ferences became deadlocked on the 
senate provision for placing the tax 
on the companies. In an effort

Presses ‘His Campaign. 

Pressing his campaign for the 
United States senate, the rgia 
congressman told an enthusiastic 
gathering of voters from Liberty and 
adjoining counties that if elected he 
would carry forward the same inde- 
pendent course of action that has char- 
acterized his 20 years’ service in 
the lower house. Judge Crisp ar- 
rived here today from Claxton, where 
yesterday he was the central figure 
in the largest political rally held in 
Evans county in years. In his speech 
today he dwelt more on national is- 
sues and the legislative steps, as he 
sees them, that will be necessary to 
restore the country to normal busi- 
ness activity, contrasted with his 
Eyans county address, which saw. him 
castigate his opponent severely for 
pitching the campaign on what wae 
described as the lowest level of polli- 
tics. Usually calm in debate but capable 
of fiery denunciation when aroused, 
Mr. Crisp, a veteran of the parlia- 
mentary procedure in congress, did 
not fail to devote a part of his time 
to Governor Russell today, but in 
the main carried out his theme of dis- 
cussing major problems and issues 
rather than personalities, 


He referred to his opponent once as 
a “character assassin,’ who, he said, 
was the first person in 20 years to 
attack hig integrity by injecting into 
the campaign false charges and impu- 
tations “not worthy of the source 
from which they came.” 


Both before and after the address, 
which consumed a full hour, Judge 
Crisp and Mrs. Crisp, who is accom- 
panying him on his’tour of the state, 
held public receptions beneath the 
moss-covered ancient oaks of Hines- 
ville that abound in the Georgia coas- 
tal region. A large number of Hines- 
ville people came to shake his hand 
and pledge their support. In the crowd 
also were a number of people from 
near-by counties, several cars coming 
from Savannah and Glennville to hear 
him speak. 

Visits At Glennville. 

Mr. Crisp and his party spent last 
night at Glennville and a similar re- 
eention was held there yesterday and 
today before departing for Hinesville. 
Luter also he made stops at Ludowici 
and Jesup, where in each instance he 
was surrounded by admiring, groups. 
At the latter point he was met by 
Colonel Dave M, Parker, of Waycross, 
where he is scheduled to make one of 
two addresses Saturday. He speaks at 
Douglas in the afternoon. At Hines- 
ville Representative Crisp, one of the 
triumvirate of democratic leaders in 
the democratic-controlled house, was 
introduced by Judge W. C. Hodges, of 
the city court. 

The Hinesville jurist, a candidate 
without opposition for the Georgia 
legislature from Liberty county, told 
his listeners that “there never was a 
time in the history of the state or 
country when it was more important 
to select men of the greatest qualifica- 
tions for public office.” Especially is 
this true, he said, “in the light of 
prospects for electing a democratic 
president and democratic congress. 
Georgia, in keeping with her tradi- 
tions, should respond to the national

“Ordinarily the total disbursements 
are only about 60 per cent of the total 
income, the balance. as stated going 
into investment of reserves. 

_ “The insurance company, therefore, 
is not particularly affected by market 
values except that it enables the com- 
pany to purchase good securities at 
bargain counter prices. They are pri- 
marily interested in the eventual se- 


curity behind the investment and the

plies before the influx of buying 
this fall and winter. 

A canvass of local. dealers Friday 
revealed the fact that there has not 
been one-third of the normal amount of 
summer-time buying of coal this year. 
and that this, together with the usual 
purehasing which is held off until 
the last moment, means that prompt «le- 
livery and proper selection of grades 
will be a matter of difficulty. 


Consumers will be wise if they put 
in their winter’s supply before Sep- 
tember 1, it is asserted. It is cal- 
culated that immediate buying and de- 
livery before September 1 will mean 
a savings of at least a quarter of a 
million dollars. 

LOWEST IN 15 YEARS. 

Prices today are said to be low- 
est in the past 15 years for this sea- 
son of the year. In fact. it is stress- 
ed, prices are too low, especially in 
view of higher freight rates, higher 
prices for gasoline, oil, tires and ac- 
cessories, These facts alone, it is point- 
ed out, not te mention marked curtail- 
ment of production, scarcity of coal

The chief executive was patently 
pleased and happy as he spoke on the 
hundreds of messages that poured into 
the White House last night and to- 
day, congratulating him upon the prin- 
ciples he enunciated. 

He termed the great number of mes- 
sages, some of which rested upon his 
desk as he talked, an “extraordinary 
support” of the policies he outlined in 
accepting renomination. ; 

Henry Ford informed the president 
“every one whom have seen is 
greatly heartened by the evidence you 
have given of a. strong grasp of af- 
fairs and of courage and energy in 
dealing with these times.” 

He added the speech should help 
in “stabilizing the thought of the peo- 
ple.” :

Destruction of Rails See. 


“Tiis railway has not requested a 
reduction in rental because of the ef- 
fect of the general depression on the 
revenues of the Nashville, Chattanoga 
& St. Louis Railway or those of the 
Western & Atlantie railroad. It is 
requesting a reduction in rental be- 
cause the lessor, the state of Georgia, 
with which it has a definite contract, 
has, by specific action and Policy, in- 
dependent of the general depression, 
greatly impaired the value of the lease 
of the Western & Atlantic railroad to 
this railway. The fact that the state 
of Georgia has done no more in pro- 
viding highway competition against 
railre-d lines than other states and 
that railroads in Georgia are not af- 
fected any more than railroads in 
other states, is beside the mark. [t 
may well be that if the individual 
states and the national government do 
not in time take cognizance of the 
condition they have created, the weak- 
er railroads of the country as private 
property may be destroyed. The state 
of Georgia, however, is in a condition 
different from other states. It has 
made a definite contract with respect 
to the Western & Atlantic railroad. 
That railroad is a fine property and 
should continue of great value to the 
state. Doubtless the state will wish to 
preserve it. However, there has de- 
veloped so quickly a form of competi- 
tion that its effect on railroads in 
general and the Western & Atlantic 
railroad in particular has, in my judg- 
_ nt, not been comprehended by pub- 
lic authority or the public, and in the 
Sanctioning by the state of this form 
of transportation competitive with the 
Western & Atlantic railroad, the -tate

“You say that you could not rec- 
ommend reduction of rental of the 
Western & Atlantic railroad, in whith 
the element of taxes is included. with- 
out recommending a reduction in taxes 
of all other taxes. It is my respectful 
judgment that the state of Georgia, 
as all other states, will-have to either 
reduce the tax assessments of the tax 
rates of railroads, just as it will on 
all other property. Some other states 
are doing this voluntarily and others 
will no doubt do it after litigation. 
There would, therefore, be no inconsis- 
fency in reducing the rental of the 
Western & Atlantic railroad which in- 
cludes the element of taxes. Railroad 
faxes must inevitably be reduced and 
it only seems reasonable that the bur- 
den which they have heretofore borne 
must be shifted to other forms of 
transportation which are competitive 
with the railroads, which have taken 
the traffic they once enjoyed and 
which use the highway facilities large- 
ly provided by the public, without pay- 
ing the excess cost of construction or 
maintenance for which they are res- 
ponsible and without paying any com- 
pensation in the form of rental for 
these facilities,

MAYOR CURLEY 
BECOMES “ACTOR” 
TQ AID ROOSEVELT 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12—(4)}—Mayor 
James M. Curley, of Boston, who on 
September 1 will start a campaign 
tour for Governor Roosevelt which 
will extend to the Pacific coast, be- 
came a movie actor in democracy’s 
cause for seven minutes today. 

He made a talking picture of the 
“forgotten man,” whom he identified 
as “the 10,000,000 who are unemploy- 
ed and walking the streets.” 

He said he had seen the forgotten 


man 2,000 strong in the bread line 
at Times Square, along Wacker ave- 
nue, Chicago, and on the Anacostia 
plain at Washington. 

“I am confident,” he said. “that 

Governor Roosevelt will take the for- 
gotten man out of American life and 
restore equal opportunity to all.” 
_ Mayor Curley predicted in the talk- 
ing picture that Governor Roosevelt 
would carry 40 of the 48 states, and 
one of the states he would carry was 
Massachuetts. 

Besides making the talking picture 
Mayor Curley conferred with Demo- 
cratic National Chairman James A.

“All About ‘Bo-Cat,’ Uxoricide 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Aug. 12.—Low 
coast negro_love for lyrics and ballads 
has found prompt expression in a 
unique setting at White Bluff and 
Coffee Bluff, 15 miles from Savannah 
on tidewater. Here are found some 


black negroes of Georgia with all their 


superstitions and unusual religious 
tendencies. They are given to rhythm 
and to songs in simple language to 
express their views on heavenly, tem- 
poral religious or profane subjects. 

Just now they are snates in the 
humdrum tone peculiar to the Coast 
Negro, the story of the crime of Lim- 
brick De Lanzy (known as Bo-Cat), 
a White Bluff negro who slew his 
wife'and threw her body into the deep 
waters of Hell Gate.

Women’s Christian Temperance Union 


“can not accept either the repeal 


amendment proposed in the democratic 
platform or the amendment proposed 
by Mr. Hoover,” Mrs. Ella A. Boole, 


national president, told delegates at- 
tending the national convention here 


tonight. 


“Mr. Hoover, in his speech of ac- 
ceptance, goes further than his party 
and advocates the adoption of an 
amendment giving each state the right 
to determine its method of control, 
thus identifying himself with those 
desirous of a change,” she said. 

Faced by the most severe attack 
upon its dry polieies* since prohibition 
became effective over a dozen years 
ago, the union tonight began a cam- 
paign to convince the United States 
the eighteenth amendment has been 


an asset and not a liability. 


The executive committee issued a 
statement officially adopted as the 
union’s reply to the létter of John D.: 
Rockefeller Jr., to Nicholas Murray 
Butler, in which he announced his 
abandonment of the prohibition cause. 

The committee alluded to the phi- 
lanthropist as a “pitiful case of a 
good man overcome by the headlines,” 
and took up item by item, his listings 
of the defects of prohibition. 

The statement, intended for use in 
the union’s campaign, denied there 
had been an increase in drinking, or 
in crime, or in the number of speak- 
easies over saloons in pre-dry days. 

In a statement amplifying her at- 
titude expressed last night toward the 
president’s recommendation that the 
states deal individually with the liquor 
question, Mrs. Boole insisted that even 
if liquor returned without the sa 
loon, the “spirit of the saloon” would 
still exist because of the presence of 
intoxicants, 

She declared the people have for- 
gotten the tremendous evils of the 
years before the eighteenth amend- 
ment, “when we sold two and a quar- 
ter billions (not millions) of booze 
every year.”
